Censorship 


ELATIONSHIP between, the Gov- 
ernment and the Press in times 
of natlonal emergency may be re- 
garded as within the ambit of or- 
gonisation for national defence. In 
war-time some degree of control 1s 
inevitable and necessary, and the 
Press is the first to admit that its 
Freedom, so jealously guarded in 
times of peace, must be subordinated 
to national interests In times of war. 
It is all-important, however, that 
the control should disable as little as 
possible the proper function of the 
Press, which Js to inform and con- 
solidate public opinion. 

The Ministry of Information — in 
London has already created several 
psychological blunders which have 
done much to undermine confidence 
In the Press—notable being the delay 
und confusion jn the release of in- 
formation regarding the sinking of 
the Atheniu, the silence regarding 
the Royal Air Force exploit at Kiel 
and the muddle over news: of the 
transfer of the British Expeditionary 
Force to France. oe 

British news agencies have been 
hampered to such an extent by the 
restrictions imposed firstly by the 
Ministry of Information and, second- 
ly, by the strict censorship of all 
outgoing traMic, that their reports are 
probably seldom published in the big 
cities of the world, which give privo 
of place in their columns to the news 
agency which first provides the story. 
In Hongkong we have cnses in point. 
“Reuter”, apparently, were not cven 
permitted to mention the final 
Ultimatum to Germany, for the only 
report received in Hongkong of this 
momentous decision was carried. by 
“United Press.” Again, the only 
News Agency report of the actual 
declaration of a State of War be- 
tween Britain and Germany publish- 
ed on the day war started was from 
the American agency, the “Reuter”™ 
report being delayed en route for 
some hours, : o 

If the Minlstry of Information and 
the British and Colonial censors in- 
to maintaln the type. of 
muzzling which was enforced during 
the Great War they aro conmitting 
a blunder of tho first magnitude. In 
these days, it ia possible for people 
living in every corner of the world 
to obtnin first-hand “information of 
events by radio, and the only effect 
of ‘delay nnd undue censorship will 
be to turn the public from their 
newspapers (which, in. British lands, 
ure naturally. pro-British) to thelr 
rgdio receivers, which owe loyalty to 
no country and no ideals, but obcy 
the dictates of the hand that turns 
the dials. A

DISASTROUS FIRE 


There no doubt that we 
have at present a few good old 
followers of the turf in’ the Colony 
who can still direct thelr eyes to the 
disastrous fire which occurred on the 
second day of the ble mectingt In 
1918, “Derby Day Catastrophe” was 
the bit headlines in nil the = local 
papers, Tocan sthil visualise the 
drendful and hectic scenes which 
followed, when 19 booths all in a 
row collapsed and burned to the 
Club Lusttano—luckfly separated by 
a distance ‘of over 50 yards. Let me 
start with the classic first. ; 

Greatest glorious uncertainty was 
seen on February | 26, 1918, when 
Tytam Chief ridden Oy Mr. Knoll 
romped home first in’ the most ¢x- 
clusive event, the Hongkong Derby, 
followed by Domino (Mr, Johnstone) 
and Bantam Dahila (Mr. Vida) in 
3.124% over one and o half miles. 
The going was firm. The winner 
was not considered by those “riders 
in the stand” to have any sporting 
chance and In the circumstance the 
rank outsider paid a handsome 
dividend of $629.10 for a win. It 
was, however, the Inte Sir Ellis 
Kadoorle’s second success as an 
owner in the Blue Riband, the first 
being in 1913. with Fijian Chic, 
piloted by the late Mr. John Jonstone. 

Tytam Chief gave the first and 
only winning mount of the Hongkong 
Derby to Mr, Knoll, who by the way 
was no other than Mr. Archle David, 
who was very popular with - every 
one, It will be recalled  that,. Mr. 
Archle David, together with Mr. 
H. H. Grindley, Mr. C, Drage and 
Major P, Magor, represented East- 
leigh at Polo and they beat West 
Somersct by .8 goals to 7% In the 
finnl of the President's Cup at 
Dunster at this timo last year..

Censorship 


ELATIONSHIP between_the Gov- 


ernment and the Press in times 
of national emergency may be re- 
garded as within the ambit of or- 
ganisation for national defence. In 
war-time some degree of control is 
inevituble and necessary, and the 
Press is the first ty admit that tts 
Freedom, so jealously guarded in 
times of pence, must be subordinited 
to national interests in times of war. 

Tt is. all-important, however, that 
the control should disable as little as 
possible the proper function of the 
Press, which is to inform and con- 
solidate publie opinion. 

The Ministry of Information in 
Lendon has already created several 
psychological blunders which have 
dene much to undermine confidence 
in the Press—notable being the delay 
tnd confusion in the release of in- 
fermation regarding the sinking of 
the Athenia, the silence regarding 
the Royal Air Force exploit at Kicl 
and the muddle over news of the 
transfer of the British Expeditionary 
Foree to France. 

British news ‘agencies “have been 
hampered. tosuch un. extent by the 
restrictions impesed firstly by the 
Ministry of Information and, second- 
ly, by the strict censorship of all 
outgoing traffic, that their reports are 
probably seldom published in the big 
eitles of the world, which give pride 
of place In thelr columns to the news 
agency which first provides the story. 
In Hongkong we have cnses in point. 
“Reuter”, apparently, were not even 
permitted to; mention the final 
Ultimatum to Germany, for the only 
report received in Hongkong of. this 
momentous decision wns carried by 
“United Press." Again, the only 
News Agency report of the actual 
declaration of a State . of War be-, 
tween Britain and Germany publish- 
ed on the day war started was from 
the American agency, the “Reuter” 
report being delayed cn route for 
some. hours.

ELATIONSHIP between the Gove 
ernment and the Press in times 
of national emergency may -be ree 
rgarded as within the ambit of or- 
fanisation for national defence. In 
war-time some degree of control is 
inev dle and necessary, and the 
Press is the fest to admit that its 
Freedom, so) jealously guarded in 
times of peace, must be subordinated 
to national intere: In times of war. 
It is all-important, however, that 
the control should disable as little as 
possible the proper function of the 
Pr which is to inform and con- 
solidate public opinion. 

The Ministry of Information — in 
London hus already created several 
psychological blunders whieh have 
done much to undermine confidence 
in the Press—notable being the delay 
and confusion insthe release of ine 
formation regarding the sinking of 
the Athenia, the silence regarding! 
the Royal Air Force exploit at Kiel 
nnd the muddle over news of the 
transfer of the British Expeditionary 
Force to France, 

British news avencies have been 
hampered to such an extent by the 
restrictions imposed firstly by the 
Ministry of Information and, second- 
ly, by the strict censorship of all 
outgoing traffic, that.their reports are 
probably seldom published in the bis 
cities of the world, which give pride 
of place in their columns to the news 
agency which first provides the story. 
In Hongkong we have cases in point. 
“Reuter", apparently, were not even 
permitted to mention the final 
Ultimatum to Germany, for the only 
report received In Hongkong of this 
momentous decision was carried by 
“United Press." Again, the only 
News Agency report of the actual 
declaration of a State of War be- 
tween Britain and Germany publish- 
ed on the day war started was from 
the American agency, the “Reuter” 
report being delayed en route for 
some hours. 

If the Ministry of Information and 
the British and Colonial censors In- 
fend to malntnin the type of 
muzzling which was enforced during 
the Great War they are committing 
a blunder of the first magnitude. In 
these days, it is possible for people 
living in every corner of the world 
fo obtain first-hund information of 
events by radio, and the only effect 
of delay and undue censorship will 
be to turn the public from their 
newspapers (which, in British lands, 
ure naturally pro-British} to thelr 
radio receivers, which owe loyalty to 
no country and no {deals, but obcy 
the dictates of the hand that turns 
the dlals. 


In Hongkong, listeners, ean, and do, 
turn to Shanghal and to Manila for 
uncensored news and comment. They 
can, and do, turn to Zcesen for the 
German version of the war. They 
cnn obtain up-to-the-minute cover- 
age from San Francisco.

What ts this Mafia against which 
Himmler's hate is directed?

It is a secret political 
organisation, founded during the Great 
War to fight against the [apsburgs for 
Czech independence. Its Jenders were 
Thomas G. Masaryk and Eduard Benes, 
Its objective attained, the Mafin dis- 
solved. 

To-day, with Czecho-Slovakia once 
more under a foreign tyranny, it has 
been resurrected, led in part by the 
same men who founded it.
